The progress of error in the Protestant 
churches is described by the Rev. N. Murray 
in the following extract, taken from an ordina- 
tion sermon which he lately preached and pub- 
lished. Our readers should remark that the 


whole evangelical system is impugned in the 
very churches which were once illumined by 
the piety and eloquence of the Mathers and 
Elliotts, of the Chaunceys and Mayhews, of 
the Tappans and Willards. Thus it is that in 
the Protestant church,as in every thing else, we 
discover a tendency to decline and corruption. 

“The Lutheran and Reformed Church be- 
came corrupt in doctrine in a different way — 
In the former, although there were many dis- 
senting voices, the Confession of Augsburg 
maintained a complete dominance until the 
rise of the famous Semler. Witha great show 
of reasoning, and the most persuasive elo- 
quence, this heresiarch made war on the in- 
spiration of the Bible, and on all its distin- 
guishing doctrines. The Church had been 
long relaxing its discipline; and when he was 
demolishing nearly every thing evangelical in 
its standards to curb his licentious career, or 
even to expel him from her communion. His 
fame for eloquence and learning became very | 
great. The young students of divinity reads 
with great avidity, his productions, which 
seemed to be rained down all over Germany ; 
and previous to his death, his admirers, if not 
adherents, formed the majority of the Luthe- 
rean ministry. And the leading characteris- 
tics of the doctors of that church,at the present 
day is, (in the words of their own Mosheim) 
an unbridled licentiousness which holds noth- 
ing sacred, an audacious insolence that tramp- 
les under foot the most solemn truths of reli- 
gion, and that is constantly engaged in bring- 
ing into contempt evangelical belief.” 

“The Church of Geneva became corrupt in 
precisely the same way. Men of great genius 
and erudition arose who made war upon its 
standards and doctrines. The younger clergy 
supposing that they might acquire a little cha- | 
racter for mind and independence by following | 
a similar course, embraced their opinions.— |

We are 
fully aware that we would disarm much hostili- 
ty and remove great opposition to our church, 
which now prevail, if we would adopt this sys- 
tem of indifference; but we would thereby be- 
tray the cause of truth; we would glide unmo- 
lested down the stream of time, we would ere 
long be ingulphed in the ocean of infidelity.— 
We will never consent to purchase a treache- 
rous peace, or silence the foul calumnies of 
our enemies, at such a price. They may call 
us infidels; but we shall console ourselves with 
the reflection that we have kept the sacred de- 
posite of faith whole and entire. They may 
represent us as anti christians; but we shall

Verily we cannot sufficiently admire 
the hardihood of the Protestant preacher, who 
after such an expose could put such a question 
toa Protestant congregation.

abide with it forever.” Now, it appears to us, 
that this would be the lesson which every sen- 
sible man would derive from the history of the 
variations of Protestantism down to its present 
avowed hostility to the most vital doctrines of 
christianity itself, But this was not the lesson 
which the preacher designed “they should 
learn from his brief review of the progress of 
error;” but rather that “they should take 
good heed of their doctrines and continue in 
them.’’ ‘This is the inference he is anxious 
they should draw from his discourse—it is the 
advice he recommends and the practical lesson 
he would teach. : 

But unfortunately this advice, though salu- 
tary, is not practicable, where Protestant prin- 
ciples are admitted to guide or govern men.— 
The Bible alone being the Protestant rule of 
faith, to be consistent, he must consult the Bi- 
ble upon every point of doctrine, and he must 
diligently search after, examine and compare 
every word in the sacred scriptures that may 
bear upon each point, which he undertakes to 
decide ; he must consult commentators and 
expositors, but yet he must understand the 
text only according to his own light, however 
learned and pious these commentators may 
have been. Now, as no ten, (we miht say) 
no two men, will interpret the same passage of 
scripture alike, especially where obscure pas- 
sages present themselves, we do not see how it 
is possible fur consistent Protestants “ to con- 
tinue in the.r doctrines” as the preacher re- 
commends. As they advance in knowledge 
or in years they receive or fancy they receive 
new light, in reading their Bible, and they are 
bound by their principles to change according- 
ly. It should not surprise us, then, that there 
prevails in the Presbyterian church, a state of 
things which our author describes so truly in 
continuation. 

“Tt is becoming fashionable in some quar- 
ters, (says he) to talk lightly of, and even to 
ridicule our confessions of faith: and to deny 
their utility altogether. It is becoming com- 
mon to hear candidates, at their ordination, 
profess before God and the church, to adopt 
ex animo our standards; and in a few Sab- 
baths (Sundays) after, to hear them declaim 
against some of their peculiar and distinguish- 
ing doctrines. It is common to hear candi- 
dates, on their examination for license, express 
the most loose and incoherent sentiments on 
the atonement, imputation, original sin, and 
many other important doctrines; and yet see 
them pass without one expression of disappro- 
bation. It is common to see individuals enter 
the ministry of our church, and then array 
themselves against all their peculiar institu- 
tions, and many of its distinguishing doc- 
trines.”

When these are taken, 
nothing but timidity will prevent from going to 
the end of the course. “I was first (says 
Priestly) a high churchman, then a low one; 
then a high Arian, then a low one ; then a So- 
cinian, then a Humanitarian; and if my life 
is spared a few years, I know not what I shall 
be before I die.” If his life had been spared 
a few years longer, there is scarcely a question 
but that his name would now be floating on 
every infidel banner in our country, under 
those of Voltaire, and 'Tom Paine.”’ 

In these worc's with which we close the ex- 
tract, the Rev. Preacher has happily exempli- 
fied the regular stages by which ministers and 
their congregations in: Protestant, but especial- 
ly in Calvinistic sects, advance into anti chris- 
tian heterodoxy, and thence, as in Germany 
and Geneva, into downright infidelity.

I wish it to be distinctly understood that I do 
not object, that you differ with me in religious 
tenets, or that you have maintained your own 
and repudiated all others. On the contrary [ 
believe it to be the right if it be not the duty 
of all, to examine and discuss all religious 
creeds, and when that right is exercised with 
intelligence and impartiality, the just cause 
never suffers, and the empire and influence of 
truth are sure to be extended. Whenever it 
may suit you to engage in such a discussion, 
rest assured the response will be promptly 
forth-coming ; my present purpose is to expose 
your harsh, uncalled for, and unfounded abuse 
of the Catholic Priesthood. 

When you were announced in the public 
prints as a candidate for a high and dignified 
office, nominated by the enemies of Gen. Jack- 
son, I had the curiosity to look over some of 
the early numbers of your newspaper, to read 
your eulogies of the man you are now employ- 
ed to defame ; to contrast your former with 
your present opinions of constitutional ortho- 
doxy ; and to scrutinize your violent and vitu- 
perative attacks upon the present Bank of the 
United States.

The histories of these exalted 
men bear irresistible testimony to the virtue 
and fidelity of their teachers; and yet your 
janguage clearly implies, that they were school- 
ed in a sink of * hypocrisy and crime.” But to 
render your language still more disrespectful 
and insulting to Catholics, your charge against 
the Jesuits is”a positive contradiction of the 
language of Pope Pius VII. which immediately 
precedes it in the same page of your Register, 
where that venerable and excellent man says, 
that the Jesuits are “a most useful religious 
society, to extend the kingdom of God and 
procure the salvation of souls.” It may suit 
you, sir, tq consider your assault upon the Je- 
suits as tolerant, conciliatory, liberal and gen- 
teel ; in my estimation, it is vulgar, abusive, 
undignified and unfounded. 

I will proceed to give some other extracts 
taken at random from your Register. In vol. 
10, page 212, speaking of the Catholic clergy 
in France, you say: “the clergy are employ- 
ing all their strength to resume their ancient 
empire, founded on the ignorance of the peo- 
ple.” There is about as much truth in this 
position as there is in the constant assertion of 
your party, that General Jackson owes his po- 
litical elevation to “the ignorance of the peo- 
ple ;” in other words, they are both equally un- 
justifiable and false. It is scarcely possible 
that you can esteem this abuse of the Catholic 
clergy, respectful to the feelings of your Ca- 
tholic fellow citizens. In my opinion it is as 
devoid of courtesy as it is of truth. 

In vol. 14, page 439, you observe that, “the 


Italian robbers in the neighborhood of Terra- 
cina, have lately performéa an act or rewripu- 


tive justice by divesting a band of Bishops of 
a part of their plunder.”” This is no doubt ez- 
quisitely refined and eminently witty ; besides 
being highly complimentary to the Catholic 
Bishops of Italy to call them plunderers, and 
reflecting some of the honor upon their breth- 
ren here. 

In vol. 15, page 8, after stating that the Ca- 
tholic Bishop of Orense, had lately died and 
distributed a portion of his fortune, in a man- 
ner detailed by you, you add the following 
commentary : ‘“ Not one cent to the miserable 
people, who had been robbed by him of their 
earnings.” 

I have several other extracts at hand, but I 
think [I may stop here for the present, having 
fully established my original position, that you 
‘“‘had often outraged my feelings as a Cathol- 
ic.” 

To me it is manifest that it is from such 
sources as your Register, that the ignorant and 
besotted writer of the ‘‘ Protestant,”’ draws his 
estimate of the Catholic Religion. What won- 
der is it, that he pronounces Catholics disqual- 
ified for office, if he believes you when you 
say, that the men recommended by the Pope, 
as ‘a most useful religious society,’ are a set of 
hypocrites and scoundrels; that the influence 
of their clergy is founded solely on “the igno- 
rance of the people;” and that it is pure jus- 
tice to plunder their most respectable Bishops, 
because these very Bishops are downright ‘rob- 
bers’ Lappeal to every intelligent and feeling 
man in the community, Christians and Jews, 
tosay, whether or not, we Catholics have not 
reason to complain of the treatment we have 





received from Mr. Hezekiah Niles. With 
their answer I will be satisfied.

Postcript,— Thursday Morning. 

When I sent you my commupication yester- 
day,I was not aware, that my complaint against 
Mr. Niles, had been considered of sufficient 
consequence, to call forth in aid of the veteran 
Editor of ‘a score of years,’ the erudite Edi- 
tors of the Chronicle and Marylander. Even 
with this tremendous odds against me, I shall 
not be frightened from my purpose. There 
are two paragraphs in that paper levelled 
against me, evidently from different hands.— 
The first states the dispute fairly, and I pre- 
sume comes from Mr. Barnes. He says that 
Mr. Niles ‘is charged by a writer in the Re- 
publican with having said or done something 
manifesting prejudice against the Catholics.’ I 
refer him to my communication written yester- 
day, and published with this, for the proof of 
my position. 

The other paragraph in the Marylander, I 
think, comes from Mr. Niles himself; and he 
states the question in dispute most unfairly, 
and if there is to be any shame in the matter, it 
will show itself in his face. I did not state 
that Mr. Niles had ‘taken exception to the ap- 
pointment of our respected and esteemed fel- 
low citizen, Roger B. Taney,’ and that is not 
the fact I am called upon to sustain. If we are 
to have a correspondence, I hope I may be 
treated fairly, and not misrepresented. As to 
the charge which Mr. Niles has made against 
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Mr. Taney, in his paper of the 2d July, that

Maryland,’ evidently with a view to undermine 


his. great popularity. I have only to say, that
